Every year, councils 
across the country record 
the number of rough 
sleepers in their area on the 
same night to help build 
a picture of the number 
of people sleeping on the 
streets and in communal 
areas of estates.

The team of 59 started 
the count at midnight on 28 
November. They counted 
14 rough sleepers bedded 
down for the night. Last 
year they recorded 23. 

Cllr Rebecca Rennison, 
Cabinet Member for 
Finance and Housing 
Needs, said: “I’m pleased 
we recorded fewer rough 
sleepers during this year’s 
count, but it’s important to

It doesn’t explain 
how or why and we remain 
clear that no one should 
find themselves in the 
position of having to sleep 
out on the streets. 

“Our rough sleeping 
outreach team and

WHILE our TV screens have been full of election drama in the 
past few weeks, many people in Hackney have been more 
focused on getting ready for the festive season. 

It’s been a welcome distraction to take part in Christmas 
events happening all over the borough, many of which are 
featured in this edition, with more to come with the start of 
Hanukkah next week. 

But while the next fortnight will be a time of celebration, 
many families in Hackney will also be fearful of what the 
result of the General Election means for them — not least the 
15 per cent of our residents from other EU countries. 

No matter what happens on 31 January, we will continue 

to champion the huge contribution EU citizens make to our 
borough and support them as much as we can. Residents 
and businesses can visit hackney.gov.uk/brexit for advice 
and information. 

Anew Government also means a new legislative agenda, 
which my team, as they have over the past three years, will 
be scrutinising carefully to stand up for Hackney. That’s 

so important, because the effects of the past 10 years of 
austerity on those most in need in our borough are even 
clearer at this time of year. 

No family should have to rely on food parcels at Christmas, 
but that is a reality for thousands in Hackney — including 

the children whose parents have been made homeless 

and will be spending their holidays in hostels and bed and 
breakfasts. With Hackney Foodbank reporting a 54 per cent 
rise in demand in the last year, | will continue to campaign 
for the huge changes in Government policy necessary to halt 
rising poverty across our borough. 

In just the past few years, we’ve witnessed the five-week 
wait for payment for those moving on to Universal Credit, the 
Windrush scandal, and rising homelessness due to a lack of 
investment in housebuilding — all examples of why ministers 
must be held to account by those on the frontline. 

But we'll also take action ourselves. We know that while 
many people are feeling the pinch, they’re hearing claims 

of great economic growth and seeing changes on their high 
street. Many residents and businesses have told us that they 
aren't feeling the benefit of these changes — that new jobs 
aren’t for them or that they feel like they’re being forced out. 
We’ve heard this loud and clear, which is why it’s our 
mission to make Hackney fairer. Last month, the Council's 
Cabinet approved a new Inclusive Economy Strategy, which 
sets out radical changes in our approach to growth and the 
public value it brings. 

We'll continue to lead by example and do more to insource 
services rather than farming them out to the private sector; 
we'll deliver affordable workspace for small businesses 
being priced out; we'll do more to ensure public buildings 
are used for public good, and we'll champion high quality 
work and apprenticeship opportunities for local people. 
You'll see more of this in 2020, but Hackney Light and 
Power, our new energy services company featured on 

the front page, is one of the first examples of how an 
entrepreneurial public sector can return to its historic role as 
a force for good in the local economy.

revealed that through the 
club he visited America for 
the first time and “got to 
see how big the world is 
and that you’re bigger than 
whatever area you come 
from”. He then added: 

“T think the best way to 
represent your area is to 
actually show the world 
where you’ve come from, 
because no matter where 

I go, I always think of 
Hackney.” 

The evening was rounded 
off with the youngsters 
receiving their awards while 
racing legend Sir Jackie 
Stewart, the club’s president 
since 1965, was presented 
with an award by Kojo for 
all his dedicated work.

ASED in Hackney 
for more than 30 
years, Moroccan- 
born artist Hervé 
Constant’s works have been 
exhibited across the world. 

His studio, near London 
Fields Overground station, 
is where he shuts himself 
away each day from early 
morning to late at night. 

His art is an eclectic mix 
of subjects and his atelier 
is a very peaceful space 
that’s instantly calming and 
welcoming. 

With its self-contained 
serenity, it’s easy to see how 
he spends all of his day here 
immersed in his thoughts 
week in week out. 

Better still, Hervé only 
lives down the road, which 
makes his happily solitary 
existence away from the 
bustle of central London all 
the more enviable. He agrees 
that he is content as his own 
master in his “temple”. 

He says: “It’s difficult to 
complain. I’m not rich, don’t 
get me wrong. I sell some 
work and I keep going. But I 
live like a monk overall. 

“T prefer to be free and do 
whatever interests me. I need 
to be free and feel I do things 
because I really want to, not 
because of sales or because 
of other people.” 

His inspiration, he says, 
has many sources: “I’ve 
been through many different 
phases. I’ve been influenced 
by everything from tarot 
to the Kabbalah to Arthur 
Rimbaud, one of my 
favourite poets. 

“Tt’s a lot of things, you 
know. Very often, the work 
comes also from travel. 

“Trecently did an 
exhibition in Fukuoka, 
Japan, where I visited 
a museum and found 
a moving sculpture so 
intriguing, so delicate and 
so beautiful that I filmed 
it and did a series of small 
paintings based on that.”

for his work. His first major 
commission was for the 
French navy in Toulon and 
he went on to win first prize 
in painting at the Biennale 
de Nice 1984. 

After studying back in 
France for a few years, he 
married, had two daughters 
and finally settled in London 
in the mid 1980s. Back then, 
he says, renting a studio was 
roughly £40 a month and 
he worked part time selling 
TVs and radios in John 
Lewis, who even went on 
to buy one of his works for 
their collection. 

Now he devotes himself 
full time to nurturing his 
creations and aside from 
the many global locations, 
his work can also be found 
nearby in Tad on Mare 
Street, one of his favourite 
local spots, who bought two 
of his paintings. Naturally, 
he’s proud to call London 
his home. 

He explains: “I’m 
very lucky to be beside 
London Fields. Of course, 


it’s changed a lot. But 
now the good thing is it 
is more secure for many 
people. Before it was a bit 
dangerous for them to cross 
the park. And it’s also now 
trendy and younger. 

“What I like about 
Hackney is the mixture 
of people and nationalities. 
They all bring their 
own thing. 

“As a foreigner, what I 
also love about London 
is that ’ma part of the 
people but I feel different in 
a way, I’m separate. It’s got 
a distance and I like that. 

“Tama part of it but ’m 
also not, by my language, 
by my attitude and by 
my personality... ’m not 
totally part of it. If I stayed 
in France, then I would be 
like everyone else.

A: | love Christmas too, but it can often produce lots of 
waste. Try to avoid Christmas wrapping paper if you can, 
but if you really want to wrap your presents, look out for 
recyclable paper or you can use brown paper and green 
or red string for a classic Christmas look. Alternatively, get 


gift bags that can be reused. 


Don’t put Christmas wrapping paper into household 
recycling because it’s normally mixed with other materials

Pioneering early screening 
detected patient’s lung cancer 


A RESIDENT in the borough has become one of the 

first SUMMIT Study participants to benefit from early 
lung cancer screening. Last August, 77-year-old 
Bridget Barker had successful robotic surgery at St 
Bartholomew’s Hospital to treat lung cancer. 

The cancer was discovered during a lung health check 
she had at Mile End Hospital following an invitation 
from her GP, which was sent to her as part of the 
SUMMIT Study. 

The study, run by University College London Hospitals 
NHS Foundation Trust (UCLH) and UCL (University College 
London), is recruiting 25,000 people, aged 50-77, in 
North and East London who are at higher risk of lung 
cancer to take part in early screening. 

If a patient is eligible, they will also be invited to have a 
scan and provide a blood sample which will support the 
development of a blood test to detect multiple types of 
deadly cancers, including in the lungs.
